Parking in downtown Andover is a dif- 
ficult proposition, merchants and citi- 
zens agreed Tuesday night, but they also 
agreed that the Planning Board’s pro- 
posed revision to the parking bylaws of- 
fers no real solution. 

Andover needs new parking spaces, 
they told the planners — not a new by- 
la

The board held its first full-scale pub- 
lic discussion of its bylaw proposal dur- 
ing a crowded meeting at town offices on 
Bartlet Street Tuesday. 

A Central Business District subcom- 
mittee of the board has been working on 
a draft proposal for the past several 
months, and this week the full board 
asked for public opinion on the draft. 

The board expects to bring the pro- 
posed revisions to annual town meeting 
next spring, and they hope to win the 
support of downtown businesses and 
townspeople before the spring meeting. 

A good part of Tuesday night’s two- 
hour discussion focused on a new idea 
included in the planners’ proposal: an 
option that would allow businesses to buy 
parking credits, in lieu of providing new 
parking spaces. That money would go 
into a special town fund for maintaining 
town parking lots and building new ones. 

That option is meant to help small 
businesses that may not have enough 

to provide on-site parking when 

expand their stores or offices, plan- 

ner Michael Houghton explained. Hough- 

ton and Paul Curley are members of the 
CBD subcommittee. 

The town would charge businesses a 
one-time-only fee for each parking 
space, based on how much it would cost 
the town to provide that space. At this 
time the fee would be $10,000 per space, 
Houghton said; it would be updated an-

That does not mean, however, that the 
town would immediately build spaces for 
the expanding business. The fee would 
simply go into a fund, to be used for 
maintaining existing town lots and, even- 
tually, building new ones. 

Those attending the Tuesday meeting 
were not impressed with the parking 
credit idea because, they indicated, town 
officials have no clear idea of where they 
would build those new parking areas. 

New parking lots may eventually be- 
come part of an expanded Central Busi- 
ness District. But the planning board 
does not expect to propose a new CBD 
zone in time for town meeting — al- 
though it may establish ‘‘parameters,’’ 
Curley said. 

Atty. Philip Sullivan of Punchard Ave- 
nue said that because the board isn’t 
sure where the CBD will expand, and 
when, its parking-credit proposal is 

“short-sighted. Buying credits does not 
create new 

Edward Lindholm of Chestnut Street 
said it would make more sense to expand 
the business district first, creating room 
for parking in areas that are now resi- 
dential. ‘‘There’s your space,” he said, 
“all around the district. Buy the houses 
and tear them down for parking. You're 
putting the cart before the horse.’’ 

Mrs. Karl Killorin of Karlton Circle 
told the board that allowing the credits 
would “further complicate the prob- 
lem.” Parking credits allowed in the cur- 
rent bylaw (without fees) “have largely 
put us in the position we’re in,’’ she 
noted. “I think the credits go too far.” 

James Doherty of Doherty Realty and 
Doherty Insurance Agency, Elm Street, 
the town moderetor, said, “When all is 
said and done, you haven’t got enoug’ 
parking spaces and the town had better 
provide them.’’ Most businesses — with 
banks the notable exception — can not 
afford to provide their own parking, he 
said. 

Businesses that bought the credits 
would in fact be ‘paying for nothing,” 
Doherty indicated. ‘‘Nothing happens.”’

Women Voters told the planners that the 
league believes there should be a specific 
proposal on how the parking fund money 
would be spent: Building a second deck 
on the town lot next to Olde Andover Vil- 
lage would be one possibility, for exam- 
ple. 

Board members emphasized that until 
new spaces are provided, the town still 
needs to stop the parking crunch from 
growing worse as businesses continue to 
expand — and if townspeople don’t like 
the credit idea, they asked, then what is 
the solution? 

“Do you want to say that businesses 
can’t expand unless they provide their 
own parking?” Chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw asked. That requirement 
would in effect stop expansion, she said, 
because most businesses have nowhere 
to put new parking. 

“‘We’re trying to control unbridled ex- 
pansion but still allow expansion for 
small businesses,” Curley explained. 
“Tt’s not perfect.” 

Planner Andrew Girdwood added that 
with the current bylaw, ‘‘The gate is still 
wide open. Every day complicates the 
problem.” 

The issue of all-day parking for down- 
town employees and Baston-b~ , 
commuters also inspired ° 
discussion Tuesday night, ..- 
the planners explained that those ques- 
tions will not be resolved through bylaw 
changes, but th: ough the administration 
of existing spaces. 

Joyce Witover, proprietor of Moose-a- 
llaneous on Main Street, called the em- 
ployee parking problem “‘crucial,’’ and 
said it is being ignored. Curley said the 
board had “no plans to address that in 
the near future,’’ and suggested that a 
merchants group “get together and 
come up with a solution to present to us.” 

Planner Nancy Jeton of the Commu- 
nity Development and Planning depart- 
ment said town officials have been 
working on several plans to get commut- 
er parking out of the downtown area, but 
noted that that has ‘“‘nothing to do with

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An Old New indindil peat 
For An Energy-Efficient Home

The handsome garrison Colonial house 
that Bill and Beth Perkins are building 
on Wildwood Road looks not unlike many 
another new house in Andover, with its 
red cedar clapboards and cupola, its 
crown molding and band molding paint- 
ed pale gold. 

This house, though, only looks (for the 
most part) like something from New En- 
gland’s past. The Perkinses’s new house 
is in fact very much of the moment. 

It foregoes the heating systems found 
in most New England homes: It has no 
gas burner nor oil tank in its basement, 
no vents nor baseboard heating units in 
each room — “not even a woodstove,”’ 
Beth says. 

Instead, the Perkinses have drawn on 
some of the newest ideas in energy-con- 
servation technology to design and build 
a house that will be ‘substantially en- 
ergy-independent.”” They have accom- 
plished this, they add, without 
sacrificing ‘‘aesthetics, comfort or our 
finances.” 

The Perkinses moved to Andover from 
upstate New York with their two small 
children (Benjamin, who’s almost two, 
and Laura, age three) one year ago. 
They live in the very antithesis of their 
home-to-be, a drafty turn-of-the century 
red farmhouse on Wildwood Road at the 
intersection of Route 125. (‘‘Our heating 
bills are ridiculous,’’ Bill says.) 

They can see their new house from 
their kitchen window, since they’ve sub- 
divided the old farm to build the large 
garrison at the rear of the lot, behind the 
farmhouse. The new house sits at the end 
of a 450-foot driveway off Wildwood 
Road. 

Under construction since June, the 
Perkinses’s new house is ‘‘seventy per- 
cent complete,’’ and they hope to move 
in a week or two before Christmas (al- 
though they don’t expect the house to be 
totally done by then). 

The unfinished house includes four 
bedrooms, a large eat-in kitchen/family 
room and a skylighted playroom over the 
two-car garage; it also has a third floor 
that could, eventually, be finished. It fea- 
tures large windows (six feet long on the 
first floor) and (soon) hardwood floors. 

What’s most notable about the house, 
however, is its energy-efficient design, 
the result of three years of research. The 
young couple considered all sorts of op- 
tions, ‘‘from log cabins to really way-out 
ideas,” before they started designing 
their house last spring, Bill says. 

The key features of the Perkins house: 

“superinsulation,”’ solar hot water heat- 
ing, and air-exchange ventilation. 

Superinsulation keeps heat generated 
by the people and things inside the house 
from flowing outside the house. In the 
Perkinses’s house, it consists mainly of 
staggered-stud walls filled with foamed- 
in urethane insulation, which fills every 
crevice and dries to form an airtight seal 
(eliminating the need to caulk around 
windows, Bill notes).

The Perkinses have also covered the 
foundation with styrofoam insulation, 
covered by a compound that looks like 
concrete, and have insulated the base- 
ment floor and walls. Bill, who works as 
a civil engineer for Dana F. Perkins As- 
sociates of Reading, ‘strongly suggests’’ 
that all homeowners would be wise to in- 
sulate their basements. 

“People think that heat rises,” he ex- 
plains. “Heat does not rise — hot air ris- 
es. Heat flows, and if your basement 
walls aren’t insulated, it flows right out- 
side.” 

Even the windows, normally ‘the 
weak point in a wall,” help insulate the 
Perkinses’s house, because they've in- 
stalled ‘heat mirror’’ windows. These 
triple-glazed windows include an inner 
layer that has double the R-value (resis- 
tance to heat flow) that ordinary win- 
dows have, Bill says. 

To control moisture and humidity in 
such a tightly-sealed house, the couple 
have built in an air-to-air heat exchang- 
er. The exchanger is a system of ducts, 
with a duct in every room, that circu- 
lates the air throughout the house. Warm 
air near the ceiling is directed to the 
basement, where its warmth is tran- 
ferred to cool fresh air. “Eighty percent 
of the heat stays in, and the stale air goes 
out,” according to Bill. 

Finally, the house (which faces “al- 
most exactly due south”) features four 
large solar panels on the rvof over the 
front door, slanted at a 45-degree angle 
to the roof, and a 120-gallon cement-lined 
solar storage tank in the basement. The 


Perkinses expect solar energy to provide 
70 to 75 percent of their hot water. In 
addition, solar energy will power a wa- 
ter-to-air space heater. 

The Perkinses have provided a back- 
up heating system for the house in the 
form of electric heat. But Bill says he 


, expects to spend no more than $100 per 


year for electricity and space heating: 
“If we spend more than that,” he says, 
“‘we've failed.” 

The couple set out to build a house that 
was not only totally energy-efficient, but 
attractive, too. ‘‘Aesthetics are very im- 
portant to me,’’ Beth says. ‘We went 
around and looked and looked at a lot of 
places to find out what we liked.” 

The result is ‘‘a pleasing Colonial 
look,” Bills says. He points proudly to 
such details as the old-fashioned water 
board at the bottom edge of the clap- 
board, the cupola, and the crown mold- 
ing and, band molding that trim the 
house. 

His research has convinced Bill that 
the special features in this house will in- 
deed work. The house is not unique, he 
says; others like it ‘‘aren’t that rare. 
You just have to look. There isn’t any- 
thing here that’s that radical,’’ he main- 
tains. “I’m a convert — I fully believe in 
superinsulation. It has a lot of promise in 
Ny 

To help make their house more affor- 
dable, the Perkinses are serving as their 
own general contractors — which means 
the project has all but consumed them 
during the lagt few months. 

“We've. been. eating, sleeping and

drinking this for six months,” Bill says. 
“It’s constant,” Beth adds. ‘We live it 
all the time. We talk about it all the time. 
We hardly ever go anywhere together 
unless it’s to buy something or look at 
something for the house.” 

As general contractors for the building 
project, the Perkinses spend a great deal 
of time on the telephone, arranging to 
have work done. “The responsibility 
takes a lot to swallow,” Bill notes. 

“You learn that you have to make the 
decisions — workers are standing around 
waiting for you to tell them what you 
want. You have to have everybody orga- 
nized. And you have to realize that if you 
don’t do it, no one else is going to do it.” 

They praise the good work and good 
ideas contributed by David Fuller and 
Brian n of Bolton, who put in the solar 
and heat exchange systems. 

Beyond that, ‘“‘we’ve done a good per- 
centage of the work ourselves,” Beth 
says. That’s included what Bill calls ‘‘all 
the crummy jobs,”’ like shoveling and 
spreading stone and grading the site, 
preparing floors, insulating the founda- 
tion, and ‘‘a lot of finish work.” 

That much work requires greater mo- 
tivation than just wanting to save mon- 
ey, he notes. “You’ve got to want to 
learn.”” After the ‘‘initial shock’”’ of the 
many responsibilities involved, and de- 
spite the hard work they've put in, the 
two have found the experience ‘“‘very en- 
joyable,”’ he says. 

Bill estimates that building the house, 
excluding the cost of the land, would

Selectman Marjorie Davis, president of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association, pre- 
sented a Legislator of the Year award to State 
Senator Robert C. Buell, R-Boxford, at the 
group’s annual conference in Hyannis on Satur- 
day, Oct. 27. 

The Massachusetts Municipal Association, an 
organization of selectmen, mayors, city coun- 
cillors, municipal managers and town finance 
committee members, gives this award to a 
small number of legislators each year to pay 
tribute to contributions and actions that benefit 
the cities and towns of the Commonwealth. This 
year, three state representatives from the 
Springfield area were recipients of the award, 
along with Senator Buell. 

An article on the awards in the Massachusetts 
Municipal 
Buell ‘‘has always been sensitive to and support- 
ive of municipal issues. He served on the Special 
Water Supply and Hazardous Waste Disposal 
commissions, among others established by the 
Legislature, and has been heavily involved in 
the search for solutions to municipal sewage dis- 
posal problems.”’ 

The article also noted that Buell “‘has for a 
number of years been a conduit for legislative 
issues of importance to local government, filing 
and strongly supporting such legislation on be- 
half of cities and towns. He has also made ag-

gressive and successful efforts to amend, 
negotiate or stop legislation which would be det- 
rimental to local governmental interests.”’ 


For example, Buell filed legislation that would 
give cities and towns local option to retain all 
the money they collect for dog licenses and pay- 
ments for dog law violations. The Senator effec- 
tively blocked a bill that would remove the torts 
claims notice provision under which an individu- 
al has up to two years to notify any city or town 
of a claim for damages; a measure that would 
increase from $5,000 to $25,000 municipal liabili- 
ty for damages caused by a defect in a public 
way; bills to freeze certain kinds of dimensional 
zoning; and legislation that would impose man- 
datory arbitration for all ‘‘change-order’’ dis- 
putes in public construction projects that exceed

lation that helps cities and towns is an 
admirable attribute of Senator Buell; strongly 
voiced opposition that effectively helps protect 
municipal interests year in and year out is an 
attribute of equal weight. Both kinds of assis- 
tance and support have been offered by Senator 
Buell freely and generously in his Senate career 
and for this we offer him our gratitude and ap- 
preciation.”’

The North Andover Historical Society’s Parson Barnard 
House at 179 Osgood St., North Andover, is an unusually 
fine example of transitional architecture between late 
17th and early 18th centruy. The restoration which re- 
sulted in the four front rooms furnished to represent the 
different periods of its early North Parish minister-occu- 
pants from 1718-1830 was directed by Abbot Cummings, 
the leading expert of 17th century framed houses of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The historic house is being readied for a holiday fair on 
Sunday, Nov. 18, from 1:30 p.m. to 4:p.m. The North And- 
over Garden Club is preparing traditional Christmas ar- 
rangements of natural and dried materials to adorn the 
house and barn. } 

Traditional craftsmen will demonstrate in three of the 
four period rooms while David Rodger of Andover Anti- 
quarian Books will show and sell old and rare books, maps 
and prints with particular emphasis on Greater Lawrence 
and Essex County material. He will feature old postcards 
of North Andover buildings as well as a number of early

Nicole Shatswell, a traditional weaver, of Salem, whose 
work is inspired by 18th century textiles, will bring some 
of the utilitarian heirloom textiles she makes. She for- 
merly worked in a textile history program. Her demon- 
stration in the Rev. Thomas Barnard Room will be 
handspinning on a 200-year-old flax wheel which de- 
scended in her family.

report by the school department’s new computer resource 
teacher, Jerilyn Parla. 

Approximately 80 percent of Andover’s teaching staff 
could pass the basic awareness test, the first step in Par- 
la’s three level plan for instructing the teachers about 
computers, she told THE TOWNSMAN. That means And- 
over’s teachers are “‘in real good shape,” as far as com- 
puter knowledge goes, Parla said. 

Now Parla is working on how to evaluate the staff to 
find that 20 percent that needs basic instruction in com- 
puter literacy. 

Parla discussed her plans for teaching and evaluating 
the town’s teaching staff with the School Committee at 
their last meeting on Tuesday, Nov. 6. - 

Attendance at after-school workshops has been mini- 
mal, Parla told the School Committee. So the teachers will 
have to be certified on their computer knowledge. 

“After January we will start testing to be sure everyone 
is stamped and proved certified,’ Parla told the commit- 
tee. ‘Those that can’t (work with computers at the basic 
level) will be required to take an inservice.” 

Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert told the committee 
he didn’t think it was too much to ask that the teachers 
learn the basics of computer use, suggesting computer 
knoWledge be a pre-requisite for teachers and administra- 
tors in the school system.

A recent graduate of the University of Rhode Is- 
land, Parla received her master’s degree in elementary 
education with a micro computer specialization. She also 
worked as a graduate assistant at the university. Her job 
pays just under $20,000, said Parla adding that she report- 
ed to Seifert. 

Last May the School Committee agreed to create the 
computer postion after Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert 
explained that the school computer program was “‘piece- 
meal and disjointed.’’ Susan T. Poore was the only com- 
mittee member to vote against the creation of the job, 
saying it shouldn’t be called a teaching position when the 
person hired for the position wouldn’t be teaching classes. 
Instead, Poore suggested the position be filled from with- 
in. She suggested the new position was another name for a 
program advisor. 

The town’s schools own approximately $235,000 worth of 
computer equipment which represents 120 individual com- 
puters, called micro computers, said Anetta Freedman. 
The first Andover public school computers were pur- 
chased in the spring of 1982.

Col. Harris, POW-MIA Tributes 
Feature Veterans Services 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The dedication of the flagpole at the 
new town office building on Bartlet 
Street to the late Col. Edward M. Harris, 
an educator and selectman remembered 
as “a remarkable man,” highlighted 
Veterans’ Day observances in Andover 
Sunday. 

The observances included a moving 
ceremony at Ballardvale green in honor 
of Andover men and women who are 
missing in action or prisoners of war af- 
ter serving in Vietnam, and traditional 
ceremonies at Spring Grove Cemetery in 
honor of all war veterans. 


The flagpole dedication at the town of- 
fices began shortly after noon Sunday. In 
a steady rain, the Andover High School 
marching band opened the service with 
the national anthem, and the Rev. Kath- 
erine Kallis of South Church offered the 
opening prayer. 

In his opening remarks, Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony welcomed Mrs. 
Harris and four of the Harrises’ six chil- 
dren, Priscilla (Mrs. Robert T.) Gloria, 
Martha Harris, Edward Harris, Jr., and 
George Harris. 

Punchard Free School was dedicated 
in 1856, Punchard High School in 1911, 
and Memorial Auditorium in 1935, the 
manager noted, and the dedication of the 
flagpole to Col. Harris would serve to 

ize, reinvigorate and restate” 
the value of preserving “these historic 
buildings.” 

Mahony remembered the former se- 
lectman as “a remarkable man. The 
town depended on him, and I depended 
on him heavily.’’ The colonel was a 1935 
West Point graduate, he said, and the 
West Point motto — “Duty, Honor, Coun- 
try”’ —‘‘was his way of life.”’ 


Following a hymn sung by the Andover 
High School choir, the all-town elemen- 
tary school chorus joined the choir in 
singing ‘‘America.’’ Donn Byrne, chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, then of- 
fered a eulogy to Col. Harris, who gave, 
he said, “‘a lifetime of dedication to his 
country, family, education, and the town 
of Andover.” 


The American flag, the chairman said, 
was ‘a symbol of all he stood for.” 
Byrne described the colonel’s years of 
service with the U.S. Army, which in- 
cluded an assignment to the War Depart- 
ment General Staff in Washington, D.C. 
during World War II, and later assign- 
ment to the staff of Gen. Robert C. Rich- 
ardson, Army Forces Mid-Pacific Ocean 
Areas. The colonel later served in post- 
war tours of duty in the Pentagon, and in 
overseas tours in Spain and Turkey. 

Following his retirement in 196i, Col. 
Harris came to Phillips Academy in And- 
over to teach Spanish, at the request of 
Headmaster John Kemper, an old friend 
and West Point classmate. He became a 
member of the Andover Bicentennial 
Committee, and wrote a history pub- 
lished by the town and titled, “‘Andover 
in the American Revolution.’’ He was 
elected to the Board of Selectmen in 1977 
and re-elected in 1980. 


A “sensitive man,” he “worked dil- 


igently” on behalf of the town and al- 
ways “took every citizen’s problems to 
heart,” Chairman Byrne said. Col. Har- 
ris died last December at age 72. 


With Mrs. Harris looking on, a plaque 
dedicating the flagpole to Col. Harris 
was then unveiled to applause from the 
large gathering. A firing squad from the 
U.S. Marine Corps, American Legion 


and Veterans of Foreign Wars fired a 
volley in honor of the colonel, and a high 
school student played Taps. 

As rain began to fall heavily, towns- 
people ran into the office building for an 
open house, including refreshments and 
a display of portraits of all of Andover’s 
selectmen. (About ten portraits are 
missing, the manager said.) Collecting 
those portraits was a project that Col. 
Harris had worked on, Mahony said. 


Townspeople had gathered earlier for 
solemn ceremonies at Ballardvale Green 
in honor of P.O.W.s and M.I.A.s. The 
high school band played the national an- 
them, and Clarence Johnson, command- 
er of American Legion Post No. 8, 
offered opening remarks. Patrick Flynn, 
commander of Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Chapter 2128, offered an opening prayer. 

George Coblyn, Army Major-Ret., 
read the eulogy. He called Andover ‘‘a 
beautiful town, and its beauty and heri- 
tage can only be enriched by the sacri- 
fices of these people we honor here 
today.”” America must remember Viet- 
nam veterans, the dead and afflicted and 
“‘most especially the M.I.A.s and 
P.O.W.s,” the major said. 

To honor those who died in ‘‘the most 
horrible war of the century,” we must 
“‘work constantly and pray for peace,”’ 
Maj. Coblyn said. “‘America was a great 
land when Columbus discovered it. Until 
America becomes a partnership in seek- 
ing peace, it will not become a great na- 
tion.” 

He concluded, ‘‘They fought for free- 
dom and not for fame. Let honor claim 
them as her own. The glory is theirs. The 
duty is ours.” 

The band then played ‘“‘America,” and 


Commanders Flynn and Johnson placed 
wreaths on the Ballardvale monument to 
the Andover men who died in Vietnam 
and Korea. The firing squad then fired a 
volley, followed by Taps. 

As a light rain began to fall, ten stu- 
dents from Doherty and West junior high 
schools read the names of Massachusetts 
P.O.W.s and M.I.A.s. 

When they finished, Richard Bowen 
and Edward Morrissey raised a P.O.W.- 
M.L.A. f;ag to the top of the flagpole with 
the American flag, as a single bagpiper 
from Clan McPherson played. The black- 
and-white flag depicts a soldier silhouett- 
ed in front of a watchtower, and bears 
the legend, “‘You are not forgotten.” 

Observances began in mild, sunny 
weather Sunday morning with a ceremo- 
ny at Spring Grove Cemetery, attended 
by town officials and a small group of 
townspeople. The Greater Lawrence Mu- 
sicians Union Band Local 372 played the 
national anthem, and Commander John- 
son offered opening remarks. Command- 
er Flynn said the opening prayer. 

The Rev. Kallis offered the eulogy. To 
“remember in our hearts and in our 
prayers those who sacrificed”’ their lives 
for God and country, she asked us ‘to 
hear God’s cal! to service in our own liv- 
es. What are you called to do in God’s 
name?”’ she asked. 

“We are in a deeply troubled world,” 
the reverend said. ‘“‘God calls people and 
nations to do justice, to love kindness, to 
walk humbly with their God.” 

After a hymn playec by the band, 
Commanders Flynn and Johnson placed 
wreaths on the monument to Andover’s 
war dead. The firing squad fired a vol- 
ley, followed by Taps. Those gathered 
th-n proceeded to Ballardvale Green. 


New Tax Bills Generating Confusion

New tax bills reflecting both updated 
property values and classified tax rates 
have been generating some confusion 
and disappointment among Andover 
property-owners this month, according 
to Assessor William Russell. 

After the Board of Selectmen reduced 
the residential tax rate from last year’s 
$20.50 per thousand of valuation to $16.64 
(and set the rate for industrial and com- 
mercial taxpayers at $20.47), many 
homeowners expected to see a reduction 
in their tax bills, Russell said Tuesday. 

What they did not realize, however, is 
that during the past year, the value of 
every property in town has been updated 
— and even though there have been no 
“really major changes’’ in values, Rus- 
sell said, some residents did not realize 
how much Andover market values have 
increased since properties were last as- 
sessed three years ago. 


With the new tax rates, “quite a few” 
residential owners have seen reductions 
in their tax bills, he added; the assessors 
have not yet calculated how many tax- 
payers received smaller bills this year. 

But he noted that as a result of the up- 
date, the total value of residential prop- 
erty in town has increased by 28 percent. 
(That figure includes all new construc- 
tion.) The average house in Andover is 
now valued at $113,000, according to the 
assessors’ statistics, adding up to an av- 
erage residential tax bill of $1,880.32. 

The assessors office has been fielding 
a lot of telephone calls from upset tax- 
payers since bills were mailed out early 
this month, Russell said, although the 
number of calls hasn’t céme close 
(“thank goodness’’) to the barrage his 
office received when 100 percent reval- 
uation was first completed three years 
ago. . 


Many of the callers misunderstood the 
selectmen’s action to lower the resi- 
dential tax rate (by voting for classifica- 
tion of tax rates), and thought it meant 
their bills would automatically be lower, 
the assessor said. 

“They didn’t realize we were in an up- 
date, and that just because the tax rate 
was reduced, it didn’t necessarily mean 
reduced taxes for everyone.” 

Others have questioned the value 
placed on their land, which was the same 
question many taxpayers had three 
years ago. ““They’re questioning more 
about land than buildings,’’ Russell said. 

This year land values ‘didn’t change 
by that much. They didn’t change any- 
thing like they did three years ago. But 
some people fail to realize what’s hap- 
pened to market values in town (since 
the original revaluation was com- 
pleted).”’ 


State law mandates that property va- 
lues must be updated at least once every 
three years, Russell explained, so the as- 
sessors began their update last February 
with the assistance of a consulting firm, 
MMC Inc. of Tewksbury. They com- 
pleted the update this fall. 

To update values, the assessors and 
their consultants undertook ‘‘an exhaus- 
tive study”’ of property sales, especially 
1983 sales, to use as a basis for new va- 
lues 

They acid not go out and assess every 
property again, but used their three- 
year- old data as a starting point, Russell 
said (unless owners had taken out build- 
ing permits for additions and altera- 
tions), although they did ride through 
every neighborhood. 

Residential properties were evaluated 
in several ways (by style and location,

gesture. You know you did something wrong as 
the recipient stammers his heartfelt thanks— 
but how much? Then you have a real problem. If 
the service is inadequate and you don’t want to 
ttp— don’t. 

Or leave a token tip. Some folks have little 
signs they leave in restaurants and hotel rooms 
thanking the recipient for services rendered and 
adding ‘‘sorry, but tipping is against my prin- 
ciples.” 

There are pros and cons on this one and a rule 
of thumb could be based on what kind of wages 
the servant receives. If the person works only 
for tips— and some do, then give a tip. If service 
is excellent, be generous.

Male diners are better tippers, eat breakfast 
and lunch faster, and have more fun eating out 
than do women. 


The survey was conducted among 200 members 
selected at random from the National Restaurant 
Association membership, with proportional rep- 
resentation from all 48 continental states. 

Some statistics on respondents: 

1. Seventy-four percent characterize them- 
selves as family service, medium check; 17 per- 
cent say they’re white-cloth, high-check types; 
and 9 percent say they’re fast food and carry-out 
places. 

2. The sample says 17 percent of their revenues 
come from breakfast, 30 percent from luncheon 
and 53 percent from dinner. 

3. The average restaurant redecorates (paints 
or washes) every 2.5 years while it completely 
remodels and refurnishes every 5.7 years. 

4. The sample says 54 percent of customers pre- 
fer to sit in side chairs (not arms), 30 percent like 
armchairs, 6 percent like swivel chairs and 10 
percent prefer booths. 

Some conclusions: 

1. Dining out involved companionship, even at 
breakfast. Most people eat with two persons or 
more; 38 percent with two or more at breakfast, 
48 percent at lunch, 57 percent at dinner. 

2. Most dining patrons, 47 to 59 percent, prefer 
to sit at tables rather than in booths or at the 
counter. 

3. Anywhere from 54 percent to 61 percent of 
diners are men. 

4. Men spend less time at dinner, 1 hour 35 min- 
utes vs. 1 hour 30 minutes.

The history of public eating services is proba- 
bly as ancient as the Old Testament, which fre- 
quently refers to inns. 

“Restaurant” has its origin in the latin root 
word, “‘restaurare” which means ‘“‘to restore.” 
In the 16th century, this Latin root word was 
applied to a spicy broth and called a “restora- 


“ tive beverage.” Later it was applied to other 


“restorative” foods, especially gravy, soups, 
bouillions, and similar preparations. 

The honor for creating the first ‘‘business- 
men’s lunch’ apparently belongs to a chap 
named Segius Locates, a Roman inkeeper in 50 
B.C. He devised the feature for ship brokers who 
were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the “medieval” 
history of the restaurant industry began during 
the French Revolution in 1789, when hiding aris- 
tocrats were fed in secret by their servants. 
These rendezvous became known to other aristo- 
crats who were willing to pay a small charge for 
well-cooked meals. 

In ancient times, there were places for public 
eating roughly similar to our restaurants. When 
people began making their homes in one place 
and occasionally traveling away from home, 
distinguishing them from nomads who had no 
real homes, they needed a place to eat and sleep 
enroute. Thus, early restaurants were usually in 
conjunction with sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteries of Europe served 
this function up to the 17th century. Chaucer’s

Industry Is 
History 


Canterbury pilgrims used to gather prior to 
their journeys to the shrine of St. Thomas A. 
Becket to dine and revel. They also held dinners 
there after they returned, at which time the best 
teller of stories during the pilgrimage was re- 
warded with a free meal and feted. This was the 
idea of the inn host, Barry Baileu, who went 
along on the trip to judge the best tales. 

In England, commoners had patronized eating 
places called “ordinary” as far back as 1577. 
These were taverns which served only at speci- 
~_ a usually between one and four 
o’clock. 

A noted ordinary frequented by literary fig- 
ures in the 17th century was the Castle Ordi- 
nary. It burned down in 1666 and was rebuilt as 
Dolly’s Chop House. The latter gained reknown 
when “Dolly” introduced pretty serving aides 
instead of waiters. Dolly’s Chop House was fam- 
ed for choice of beefsteaks and ales, Fielding, 
Defoe, Swift, Dryden, Pope, Gainsborough and 
Handel were steady customers of this Chop 
House. 

When coffee was introduced to Europe, the 
restaurant function was taken over by coffee 
houses which were popular in England from the 
17th century on. In France, the “‘Cafe’’ (coffee) 
arose. The first English coffee house was in St. 
Michaels Alley, Cornhill, owned by a Greek 
named Pasqua Rosee who was the first to teach 
the method of roasting coffee and to introduce it 
in England.

Tipping Began In 
The Middle Ages 


Tipping began in the Middle Ages 
when it became customary to reward the 
servant who rushed out to the carriage 
with a beverage. 

That servant received a coin so he or 
she too could enjoy a beverage in return 
for the favor. 

The gesture continued through the 18th 
century in England where it became cus- 
tomary to leave coins in a box at the en- 
trance to a restaurant. The box was 
labeled, ‘“‘To Insure Prompt Service.” 

Later it was abbreviated to read, 
“TIPS.” Coins were deposited in the box 
in expectation of getting a table and a 
reasonable amount of service. 

Today we have become more sophisti- 
cated and don’t pay for the product until 
we receive it. 

The amount of tip is determined by the 
service actually received. It is recom- 
mended that 15 to 20 percent be tipped 
for excellent service and adjusted down- 
ward as service declines. 

Elimination of tipping in restaurants 
would not reduce, but would actually in- 
crease, the price of a meal. 

The restaurateur could not hire the 
people that work as waiters and wait- 
resses without paying them as much 
more in wages as they would have 
earned through tips.

Dining Out Saves Money 


“Dining out can be significantly cheap- 
er than preparing and eating the same 
meal at home,” says Professor Lee 
Kreul of Purdue University’s School of 
Consumer and Family Sciences. “In 
fact, it can be as much as 92 percent 
cheaper in some cases.”’ 

Kreul’s statement is based on a recent- 
ly completed study evaluating the cost of 
home vs. restaurant dining commis- 
sioned by the Time Out Institute. 

One role that many women continue to 
dominate is that of meal planner and 
preparer with total food budgeting and 
expenditure responsibilities. ‘‘We 
wanted to know if making a meal from 
scratch was still the most economical 
and practical means of feeding a fami- 
ly,’ said Kreul. “So many aspects of 
women’s lives and family structure have 
changed, we felt certain traditional meal 
economics may well have changed also.” 

Kreul’s assumption proved correct. 
His study compared eight different din- 
ing situations for both sandwich and 
fried chicken meals prepared at home 
and purchased by four different sized 
families. Every attempt was made to du- 
plicate the restaurant meal in the home 
situation as closely as possible. 

The study confirmed the smaller the 
family unit, the greater the savings real- 
ized by opting for the restaurant meal. In 
fact, a single person could save as much 
as 92 percent by eating a chicken dinner 
out versus preparing a similar meal at 
home. 

As families continue to decrease in size 
and change in structure, the option to 
dine out is even more of an economic va- 
lue, stressed Kreul. 

The Bureau of Census reports family 
unit size decreased from 3.14 persons in 


1970 to 2.78 in 1979 ... a figure expected to 
drop to 2.5 by 1980. 

“Our study clearly shows that a res- 
taurant’s ability to inexpensively pro- 
duce a meal at a lower unit cost is due to 
the large volume of meals served daily. 
As family sizes decrease, that restaurant 
economy of scale naturally makes it far 
more expensive for the home chef to pro- 
duce a low-unit cost meal,” Kreul sum- 
marized. 

Kreul’s study disproved the common 
assumption ‘“‘made-from-scratch-meals’ 
are always less expensive. Findings also 
sharply contradict a recent United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) stu- 
dy which compared raw food costs of a 
hamburger meal at home with the same 
meal’s menu price in a fast food restau- 
rant. The USDA concluded the home- 
made meal! to be a clear cost savings. 

“The USDA study isn’t realistic,” 
charged Kreul. “It is a narrow view to 
compare just the food price and totally 
disregard other costs incurred in home 
food preparation — preparer’s time, 
service, clean-up, kitchen facility and 
utility use costs. These variable costs are 
all included, plus profit, in the restau- 
rant’s menu price and should be taken 
into consideration in any price compari- 
son research."’ 

Studies generally, and wrongly, over- 
look the cost of a homemaker’s meal 
planning, preparation and service time. 
Other household costs such as gas and 
electricity or range maintenance, re- 
lated to each meal, have also increased. 
Kreul pointed out that, ‘‘a woman’s ris- 
ing opportunity, cost of time, or the va- 
lue she places on her uncommitted time, 
has given rise to an age of convepience 
foods and more frequent meals out.”’

Some Places Add 
‘Gratuity’ To Bill 


Restaurants and hotels across the country have begun 
to adopt the European practice of automati¢ally adding 
to the customer’s bill a “gratuity” or service charge. 

Rather than allowing the patron to decide when and 
how much to tip, as has been traditional in this country, 
a predetermined percentage of the food and beverage 
total is added before the patron receives the bill. 

A Gallup Organization survey of diners’ attitudes to- 
ward the two systems of tipping revealed 88 percent of 
those responding preferred the traditional method of tip- 
ping. 

Only 9 percent expressed a preference for an automat- 
ic surcharge of 15 percent. 

A nationally representative sample of adults was 
asked the following question: 

When dining out in a restaurant for dinner, which of 
the following methods of tipping would you prefer — the 
restaurant adds 15 percent of your total bill to the check 
to be given as a tip, or you personally decide on the 
amount of money to be given as a tip? 

While only a small number of consumers said they 
would prefer the 15 percent surcharge, even fewer of 
those people surveyed who dine out often said they would 
prefer the European method of tipping. 

Only 7 percent of those who eat out on the average of 
four or more times a week reported they would prefer a 
15 percent surcharge added to the check. Yet the auto- 
matic tip was preferred by 11 percent of those who dine 
out infrequently. 

A preference for the automatic surcharge was highest 
among adults age 65 and older and women who are not 
employed outside the home, two groups that dine out 
relatively infrequently. 

It is apparent that most consumers, especially those 
who dine out often, want to make their own decisions 
about the amount of tip to leave when they have dinner 
out. This preference may not be based on the amount of 
money involved, but perhaps because customers feel 
that personal discretion on tipping is the best way that 
they can ensure prompt and courteous service.

A well coached and skilled Lexington team 
| shattered the Warriors’ hope of capturing the 
| elusive state title last Saturday when they de- 
feated them 5-3. 

In their first state tourney game last Wednes- 
day, the Warriors played a Reading contingent 
who the day before had overcome a strong Sa- 
lem contingent 2-1 (based on their season re- 
cord, Andover drew a bye in the first round). 
Leading 1-0 at the half, the Warriors went on to 
win a 3-2 victory. 


Andover 3 - Reading 1 


Barry Tucker put the Warriors ahead two 
minutes into the contest when he rifled a 15 foot- 
er past the Reading keeper. 

The rest of the half was notable for the stag- 
gering number of legitimate offside calls with 
Andover never seeming to make adjustments as 
the well coached Reading fullbacks cleverly and 
repeatedly reduced their scoring chances. 

Andover missed many excellent scoring op- 
portunities, sending the ball wide or over the 
net; on one occasion, on a breakaway, a for- 
ward, after getting the ball into firing position, 
left it behind when he overran the net. 

Early in the contest Scott Wilkins made an 
exceptional hard shot from far out which Read- 
ing’s keeper only barely stopped as it was head- 
ing into the net.

They gave special consideration to 
land values, because ‘“‘we knew from the 
first revaluation that although the total 
value was within a range reasonable to 
market value, in some cases the land 
was high and building values were low,” 
Russell said. 

‘“‘We made some corrections in certain 
areas where we knew the value was off 
on the land — it was too high — but the 
building value was too low. We made 


some adjustments there.” 

In other areas, he added, the assessors 
evaluated the land, apart from the build- 
ings, ‘‘as if for the first time.” There 
have been ‘no dramatic increases, like 
three years ago,”’ in land values, al- 
though some residents are unhappy 
about their updated valuations. ‘“‘We’ve 
had a few people in whose bills have ac- 
tually gone down, but they’re still com- 
plaining because their assessments have 
gone up.” 

Russell maintained that some of the 
larger parcels in town (five acres-plus) 
are still not valued at 100 percent of their

After the assessors and MMC Inc.

including a new table of off-street park- 
ing requirements. The new table would, 
for example, require one parking space 
for each 200 square feet of gross floor 
area in retail and personal or consumer 
service establishments, compared to the 
current requirement for one space for 
each 300 square feet of useable floor 
space. 

Business, professional or administra- 
tive offices would have to provide one 
space for each 250 square feet of gross 
floor area, rather than the current 450 
square feet of useable floor area. More 
parking would also be required of new 
(not existing) medical or health areas, 
restaurants, gas stations and homes. 

The subcommittee came up with the 
figures in the new table by studying the 
requirements used in Concord, Lexing- 
ton, Hingham, Wellesley, Winchester 
and Marblehead — towns considered 
similar to Andover — as well as national 
statistics. 

Other options provided in the proposed 
bylaw: businesses could provide new 
parking on their own site; reduce the 
number of required spaces.by obtaining 
a special permit form the planning 
board; or obtain a special permit from 
the board to build their new spaces in an 
off-site lot. 

One of the final comments this week 
came from downtown businessman Rob- 
ert Finlayson, who is building what he 
wryly described as “‘that ugly building 
(a new shopping mall) on Park Street.” 

Finlayson told the planners there is no
